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SUNSHINE IN THE “LUNG COLONIES” 
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Young St. Louisan, Who Is ‘Taking the Cure’ Describes His 
Experience as a Seeker for Health Through Tent Life in 
the Delightful Climate Where Hundreds Are Regaining 
Strength and Shaking off the Blight of the Most Dreaded of 
All Diseases, Nature’s Remedy Doing What the Art and 
Learning of Man Could Not Accomplish. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Nov. 2% —That 
consumption, in its early stages, can be 
Griyen from the system by open air and 
sunshine is being demonstrated with cheer- 
tinge frequency near Los Angeles. 

Nature's marvelous remedies and the 
proper condition for their application exist 
fn perfect harmony here and scores upon 
whom the great white plague has laid its 
biight come here yearly from the East to 
take the treatment. 

And many ofe«ethem get the relief they 
geek and return to their homes with robust 
constitutions, from which the blighting 
germs have been completely eradicated. 
These happy ones usually come when the 
taint first appears in their blood and their 
organisms are still strong enough to master 
it once its ravages are checked. 

There are some who come when they 
have paased this stage—when their bodies 
are emaciated and the pallor of death is 
already upon them. For these there is no 
earthly cure and the best the open air and 
Sunshine treatment can do for them is to 
ward off for a few weeks the inevitable. tri- 
umph of, the disease. 

But the day is passed when recoveries 
from consumption are looked upon as mir- 
acles, when the doctor, on discvering a 
case of tuberculosis, throws wp his hands 
hopelessly and contents himself with sooth- 
ing, as far as lies in his power, the down- 
ward path of his patient. 

When he first detects the presence of con- 
sumption the up-to-date doctor. knowing 
human medicine cannot reach the vital 
part that is being gnawed away, will get 
his patient to one of nature's sanitaria 
as quickly as pssible. 

And @o the victims of lung diseases flock 
to Southern California by the scores at this 
season of the yvear, because here thé air is 
pure, the sunshine constant and the out-of- 
Goor life pleasant in winter as in summer. 


A Tent Is the 
First Requisite. 


When the consumptive patient arrives 
here his first act Is to get a tent so that he 
may be able to regulate the conditions in 
Which he lives. 

Owing to its mild climate and geograph- 
foal situation, at the base of the Sierra 
Madr® mountains, Los Angeles is what 
might be called the consumptive center of 
Bouthern California and is almost sur- 
round by a belt of consumptive tents. 

At Garvanze, a smal! Village 12 miles 
northeast of Los Angeles, this tent belt is 
thickest. The town is well up in the feot- 
hills of the mountains at an elevation of 
1009 feet above the seu. This elevation, to- 
gether with its distance from the city, 
places it beyond the noise and dirt, as well 
as the fogs which are so frequent nearer 
the coast and at lower altitudes in Cali- 
fornia. 

It was here that my physician recom- 
mended that 1 come after a thorough ex- 
amination revenled the nature and serious- 
ness of my allment. There were lesions in 
the lungs which he said would take some 
time & heal and advised me to take a 
couple of months’ complete rest of pody 
and mind where I could get an abundance 
of fresh, pure air. 

That afternoon I came to Garvanga to 
‘got a location for my tent. T found sev- 
eral fer rent in the nelghborhoot. The 
tents vary in construction, each individual 
following his own ideas as to the best 
means of getting all the fresh air possible 
throughout the 24 hours of a day. The 
general plan followed, however, provides 
for plenty of ventilation and sunshine. 

The tents are usually bullt one or two 
or more feet from the ground to allow the 
free passage of air beneath. The floors 
are for the most part without carpet or 
matting and the whole interior without 
decoration of any sort. Some of the tents 
that have been put up for a considerable 
length of time have been equipped with 
doors of wire screen to keep out files which 
are her all the year. 


Finds Living Alone

Tent life off to one’s self ia much che1p- 
er. But, as a physician told mé, con- 
genial surroundings are an Important fac- 
tor in the treatment of the disease second 
only to fresh air and anyone contemp at- 
ing the fresh air cure should not fail to 
take that into consideration. 

Most tubercular sufferers in 
borhood have some member of the family 
with them and, in some cases, whole fam- 
ilies have moved and settled permanently 
In the neighborhood, 

While the surroundings here are not 
what can be called congenial, [I have suf- 
fered little from melancholy. The worst 
trial I had was in learning to prepare 
meals, Cooking was never my long suit. 
But, with the knowledge of the art I had 
gained in hanging around the kitchen at 
home and a few tips from the neighbor 
women, I belleve I can say I have' made a 
creditable showing. 

This open air life, however, gives one an 
appetite that one would never dream of 
before taking it up. He finds himself not 
at all fastidious about his food. He is 
able to eat nearly anything and lIots of it. 

At the end of my first month of tent life. 
T had gained six pounds and the lé@sions 
had begun to heal and, in five months, I 
expect to be cured. 


Atmosphere Is 
Full of Hope. 


liere never hears chat. consumption 
is incurable, and means certain death for 
the person unfortunate enough to contract 
it. Everyone here is hopeful, and why 
should they not be? They have seen per- 
sons come here tn all conditions, some un- 
able to walk alone, and then seen them 
depart cured, 

Of course, evety case is not cured; nor 
is every case of pneumonia or any other 
of the more serious diseases. In Germany, 
where science has made the greatest prog- 
ress in the cure of tuberculosis of the 
lungs, the incipient cases, or those cases 
where the cells have not yet begun to de- 
cay, the disease is handled as easily and 
with as much confidence as is any of the 
ordinary maladies. But physicians every-

One Remarkable 
Cure Completed. 


The most remarkable © thing 
case is that ehe has never 
physician nor taken a dose of medicine 
for consumption since coming to Califor- 
nia. She depended altogether on nature's 
remedies. 

I talked with a phvericien in Los Angles. 
who. three years ago, left Poston because 
he had consumption and who iis now we!! ' 
and considered one of the most suc essfu! 
tuberculogs physicians in the Southwest. 
having cured himself. In speaking of cur- 
ing consumption, he said: 

“If I had the privilege of choosing, 1} 
would rather one of my children should 
have consumption than pneumonia, because | 
I know I can cure consumption, while pneu- 
monia may prove fatal.”’ 

“Hope” is the watchword among the con- 
sumptive colonists. Near Altadena. a sub- 
urb of Los Angeles. is a eanitarium called 
Esperanza, meaning “hop.” At this sani- 
tarium. the only medicine used is the God- 
given, life-giving fresh air. It has its own 
dairy and poultry farms and the tents in 
which the patients live are lighted by elec- 
tricity and each tent is connected by tele- 
phone with the office of the chief phrsi- 
clan and nurses. 

Next to Garvanza, Altadena is probably 
the most popular resort for consumptives 
in Southern Caltfornia. It ts situated in 
the midst of the orange-growing district 
and in the San Gabriel valley at the foot 
of Mount Lowe and near Mount Wilson, 
both of the Sterre Madre range. In one 
orange grove at the foot of Mt. Wilson an 
enterprising person has put up a dozen or 
more tents which he rents for a moderate 
fee to persons with bronchial or pulmonary 
affections. When a patient is cured and 
departs, hie tent is thoroughly disinfected 
and a “For Rent” sign is put up. Tents are 
rented here by real estate agents as flats 
are rented in St. Louis.

LONDON,,. Nov. %.—Baron Suyematsu, 
son-inslawW ®f Marquis Ito, president of the 
vapanese privy council, whose comment 
was fully igdorsed by Baron Hayashi, the 
Japanese mifilster here, discussing the irri- 
lation of Japan at the continued supply 
of British coal to vessels of the Russian 
second Pacifie Squadron, said today: 

“We feel strongly that Europe in general 
is assisting Russia in a Way we never con- 
templated. Even in England individuals 
are rendering much indirect assistance. Al- 
though I do nat think Japanese are unduly 
nervous regarding the effect of the arrival 
of the Russian squadron in the far East, 
it would never have been able to put ne | 
sea but for the assistance of subjects of 
neutral states, in some cases more or less 
officially connived at. 

“Without English co 

al Russian 
squadron could not have ZOne far, and 
is my belief that when contraband 
trade is being carricd on in such a 
wholesale fashion, the Zoverument con- 
cenned should take steps to prevent a 
continuance of action prejudicial to an- 
other nation, especially when that na- 
tion happens to be am ally. 
here is all the greater necessity for 
this when the action is prejudicia’ ta 
the interests of both nations. The value 
of the alliance to both Japan and Great 
Britain is undeniable, and therefore it 
is the bounden duty of both to do every- 
thing possible to cement it, even to the 
extent of inventing means for doing so 
when they do not already exist.”

IAVESTING oS 
IN CORN SGHOOL 


Indiana County’s Students Make 
Striking Record as Farmers 
in Exciting Competition. 


Bpecial to the Post- Dispatch 


NOBLESVILLE, Ind., Nov. 26.—County 
Superintendent J. F. Haines, who last 
spring in Hamilton County organized a 


corn school that attracted considerable at- 
tention throughout the state, is beginning 
to see the result of his efforts. 

There are boys In the class, none of 
whom is more than 15 years of age and 
all of them are beginning to gather the 
corn which they have been cultivating dur- 
last summer for the prize exhibi- 


id 


ing the 

tion. which will be held in this city In an- 
other week. “Each boy received 400 grains 
of seed corn last spring. They were in- 


structed to plant all of the seed themselves 


and not allow any one else to tend the 
corn, 

The result is surprising. In every in- 
stance the corn is much larger and of a 
better quality than the ordinary field 
corn, although the seed was the same. 
Prizes contributed by local merchants who 
are interested in the movement will be 
awarded the boys having the best displays. 

“For years I have thought that what we 
did in the public schools did not do the 
boys and the girls enough good after they 
got out,” said Superintendent Haines, in 
explaining the purpose of his scheme. 

‘This year I decided to interest the boys 
of Hamilton County in corn growing. With 
this in mind I sent a circular letter to all 
the teachers requesting them to call atten- 
tion to the fact that a meeting of the 
farmer boys\of Hamilton County would 
be held in the courthouse. 

“I was greatly surprised at the number 
that responded. I told them of my plan, 
dwelling particularly on the contest idea. 
l offered to give every boy who would 
grow a patch of corn enough seed to 
plant two hundred hills, and told them 
five prizes would be offered this fall, 
the first prize coming from the township 
trustees. Each contestant is to bring in 
twelve ears of corn, and two competent 
judges are to score the entries. When 
the call to register was made seventy-five 
boys responded. These seventy-five boys 
represent every part of Hamilton County. 
and from reports that I have been re- 
ceiving during the last two or three weeks, 
they have done nicely. Two little fellows

WANT OF GOOD PLAYS!” 


William A. Brady, Theatrical Manager, Says the Plethora of 
Players and Penury of Plays |s the Most Singular Con- 
dition in the History of the American Drama 


William A. Brady, theatrical producer 
and manager, owner of the stage produc- 
tions of ‘Way Down East” and “The Pit,” 
associate of the theatrical syndicate and 
husband of Miss Grace George, actress, 
was in St. Louls last week. He.came here 
to get Gen. Piet J. Cronje for an eastern 
production of the Boer war, and to spend 
a few days with his wife, who was play- 
ing in the all-star production of “The Two 
Orphans" at the Century Theater. 

“There's the queerest situation in the 
history of the American stage,’’ sald the 
plain-spoken, resourceful, always-active 
Brady, pointing across the street to the 
Century, where a matinee performance of 
‘The Two Orphans” was going on. 

‘There are nine actors and actresses, all 
big enough and good enough to have been, 
sometime, stars in different productions, 
but now associated together in a single 
play. Why? Not because the play is big 
enough for that sort of cast, nor because 
the peoplé care very much about seeing 
that kind of a cast. Why, then? .Why, 
because the men and women playing “The 
are without plays.

The people want new plays. There is Mr. 
O'Neill. He is a good actor. He has 
starred for years and years, and hag done 
it successfully. Now finds himself mm 
the peculiar situation of being without a 
play. He must revive some of his old 
plays or else participate in some such en- 
this in which we have him 
here today. There is my wife. She is in 
the same boat with Mr. O'Neill—she has 
no play. There are the rest of them—Mr. 
James, who has been a star for years and 
yearg; Mr. Finney, Miss Truax, and 80 on 
dowg the list—all without plays. 

 B season we had an epidemic of re- 
vivnis. This season we thought to have re- 
lief. Does the all-star revival of ‘The Two 
Orphans’ look like we were getting it? 

“You can nurnber upon the fingers of one 
hand the new plays making good this 
season. but you couldn't number upon fin- 
gers and toes the players who hoped to get 
a new play and did not, and are now drift- 
ing about in aimless fashion waiting for 
something to turn up. Some of them have 
others are associated in all-star 
revivals. still/ others are 
wrestling with new plays. which are so 
weak that they are being doped up and 
braced up and worked at desperately to try 
to make them live the season out. 

“Good actors and good actresses who de- 
serve to be doing something worth while 
are playing roles wholly unworthy of them. 
They are ‘waiting—waiting for something to 
turn up. 

“There are many people writing plays In 
the United States, but they are missing 
the kevnote ninety-nine times in a hundred. 
They don't seem to know how to puta play 
together. They don't give the people what 
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they want, and the people have come to 
the point where they will get what they 
want or else they will not go to the theater 
at all. 

“The theatrical syndicate, I can tell you, 
feels this condition. It isn't the proud and 
independent institution it was two years 
ago. It was all but annihilated by the Iro- 
quois fire, the many fallures of last season, 
and the blow which business -suffered all 
over the country because of a widespread 
fear of fire. The theatrical syndicate came 
out of that depressing and costly period a 
very much different concern than it was. 
It wants to get back into good and whole- 
some business relations with the people 
again, and it knows that the only way it 
can do it is to offer the people what they 
want. The people are more independent 
now than the syndicate was in its proudest 
day. 

“The syndicate is looking for plays. It 
is looking for clever people who can write 
them. It has its door open every day to the 
man or woman who can walk in and lay 
down a good play. It offers good terms, 
too. It ls a mistake to suppose that the 
men who comprise the syndicate do not 
make it worth while for the author of a 
play which will draw the people into the 
theater. For instance, when ‘The Pit' 
played here a few weeks ago I paid Mrs. 
Norris, the widow of the author, $1250 as 
her share of the earnings of the play for 
that week. In addition, I had to pay 
Channing Pollock, who dramatized the 
story, another share of the receipts. 

“When Gen. Lew Wallace dies the big- 
gest asset he will leave will be the rights 
on the play ‘Ben Hur.’

“Ade has given the stage its most suc- 
cessful new play this season. It is ‘The 
College Widow.’

He 
knows the people are tired of seeing Don 
Quixotes and Don Cesar de Bazans; that 
they don't care anything any more for the 
Horatio who holds the bridge with his 
sword or kills six men in the shadow of 
the tower; that they want to see something 
from the life they know something about; 
something they think about and talk about 
and live close to. That is what Ade gives 
them, and he is a richer man every time 
he gets out of bed. E 

“It is good plays that make stars. Give 
her a good play anda girl who would other- 
wise spend her life in obscurity will leap 
into a twinkler of the first magnitude. The 
‘The Little Minister’ made Maude Adams 
a star. “The Christian’ made Viola Alien a 
Star. Margaret Anglin, as food an actress 
as cifher and one Of.the best actresses on 
the American stage today, cannot tour the 
country and “hold her own with either 
Adams or Allen for the simple reason thar 
she never*had a play good enough to lift 
her up. 

“The theater must look to American play- 
wrights to give it what it needs. Some of 
the managers are importing foreign piays— 
French and English and German plays, but 
they cannot fill the want. The people want 
American plays—plays that smell of Amere 
ican soil, plays rich in American sentiment, 
éfferescent with real. American wit. and 
dealing with characters and types familiar 
to American playgoers. That's what the 
people want, and they are not goeg to 
be enthuslastic about seeing _anything 
else."’ ’ 

Brady smoked his cigar and cooled off. 

“I see the new Garrick Theater here is to 
open soon,” he said. “The Garrick will 
enliven the eituation in St. Louis. For 
that matter, it is enlivening the situation 
in New York—with the managers. ‘The 
Shuberts expect the syndicate to give them 
as good as they give the Olympic and the 
Century, and they are standing upon their 
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fright to take all of their own productions 


into their own house. This right is con- 
ceded, but I don’t believe the matter of di- 
viding the good shows between the Olym- 
ple and Century and the Garrick has been 
decided.

The statistics kept In the realty de- 
partment of the Mercantile Trust Co.

7 scheme to mislead, however, the detectives walked boldly down through the banquet 
hall to the main exits, and preceding them went President Francis and W. H. Thomp- 
. son, shaking hands with the guests. The latter naturally expected the Roosevelt fam- 
ily to follow, and when the detectives started from the direction of the President’s 
seat the guests made a rush for the main doors, anticipating that he would make his 
exit there. 
The surprise of the privileged guests, however, was nothing as compared with

INFANT MISUSED 
WARRANT CHARGES 


Complaint Made Against Mrs. 
tta Clark by Officers of 
Health Department. 


HOUSE ILL-KEPT, THEY SAY 


a 


Out of Twenty Babes Intrusted to 
Her Care Nine Are : 
Dead. 


A warrant was issued yesterday against 
Mrs. Htta Clark of 2347 Atlantic street, who 
is charged with the maltreatment of an in- 
fant which was in her charge on Nov. 21 
at her home. It ts alleged that she misused 
the child and neglected to provide food and 
clothing, thereby endangering its life. 

The witnesses are Dr. Cotter of the City 
Hospital, Miss Watson, a Female Hospi- 
ta] nurse, and Special Officer Richard 
Durney of the health department. 

The house of Mrs. Etta Clark at 2347 
Atlantic street is a dilapidated two-story 
brick of six rooms, three on each floor. 
Mrs. Clark occupies the three lower rooms. 
The building ts against the north approach 
to the Jefferson avenue viaduct over the 
Terminal tracks, and the water that soaks 
from the street keeps the walls of the first 
floor continually damp. 

The interior of the house makes an ex- 
tremely poor appearance. No carpets are 
on the floors and the rooms are almost 
completely filled with beds and cots. There 
is no order apparent, the beds being un- 
made and the rooms littered with rubbish 
and scraps of food. 

The front room, which is about 16 feet 
wide and 2 feet long, is divided by a red 
cotton curtain. In the corner of each part 
is a bed, the coverings of which are very 
shabby. Theer is no stove or other heat- 
ing apparatus in that room. 

To the rear is another room, probably 16 
feet square, with two more beds, a small 
cook stove, two baby carriages and a 
table where the family eats. 


This second room is even more sloven- 
ly than the front one. A Small kitchen 
is in the rear, that being where the fam- 
ay washing is done. 

‘he rooms are dark, very damp and 
without ventilation. 

In these two. rooms live Mrs. 
Ciark, her son Harr 
and four-manthe-cll baby and the two 
sons of Mr Etta Clark, Frank and El- 
mer, aged 12 and 14. 

At times there have been several] babies 
in addition to the Clark family. the ba- 
bles being all young. most of them only 
a day or so old. 

Mrs. Clark is of unattractive appear- 
ance, and at the time a reporter of the 
Post-Dispatch called on her showed con- 
siderable uneasiness, though she stoutly 
maintains thet she hes done nothing for 
which she can be convicted.

for investigation. 

When the coroner’s physician viewed the 
bedy tonight he promptly announced that 
Mrs. namore had died of heart trouble, 
and did not order an inquest. 

Mre. Maybrick, who had been with the 
Densmores since her arrival in this country, 
Gd not know until a late hour of her 
friend's eudden death. The woman's hus- 
band had thought it better not to cal) 
Mrs. Maybrick at the time she was taken 
iN. Mrs.,Maybrick was very fond of Mrs. 
Denamore, who had not only been active 
in the efforts made by many women to get 
her out of jail, but had written a long 
panvyphiet, declaring that she had been un- 
justly convicted of poisoning her husband. 
Mrs. Denemore was not related in any way 
to Mrs. Maybrick. She simply thought a 
ereat dea! of the little woman who had suf- 
yy so much, and did ali she could for 

r. | 

There was an additional interest in the 
case from the fact that at first it was re- 
ported that the dead woman had been a 
Christian Scientist and that the reason the 
doctor who had been ‘called in at the last 
minute would not give a certificate was 
because he believed it to have been a 
Christian Science case. This phase of the 
matter was due to Dr. Emmet Densmore, 
the dead woman's husband, having aaid 
that he did not believe, as a physician, in 
medication. 


The Densmores Were 
Hygenic Physicians. 


Dr. Denemore and his wife called them 
selves hygienic physicians and in their il)- 
nesses never called in a doctor, but at- 
tended to themselvegé The husband, who 
is wealthy and Interested in a pro- 
prietary drug, ex ed today to a re- 
porter that the theory of bygienic doctor- 
ing was simply to keep the head cool, the 
feet warm and have plenty of fresh alr. 

“Tl have been a sufferer from pulmonary ' 
tuberculosis,’ said the doctor, “but have 
had no medical attention. I simply doc- 
tored myself and I think I am pretty well 
now.” 

Mrs. Densmore had not been very well 
for some time. She suffered some time

breathing at times; but the doctor and 
his wife had been pretty well during the 
early fajl and this month. They spent the 
fall in Uleter County, and Mrs. May brick 
was there with them, their guest. 

While at Ulster County Mrs. Maybrick 
was kept very busy with her book, which 
she has not completed, telling the story of 
her life in prison, a book which Is to be 
published in December. Just now Mrs. 
Maybrick is engaged in reading the proofs. 
The sudden death of Mrs. Densmore will, 
of course, interfere with this branch of 
the preparation of the volume, 

About a week ago Mrs, Densmore had the 
first oO, the two spells which terminated 
this morning in her death. She had been 
troubled with a shortness of breath after 
hearty eating, but she had a good appe 
tite and did not fear any evil conse- 
quences. 

Just about a week ago she was awakened 
at about 2:30 o'clock in the morning with 
difficulty in breathing. Her husband 
thought, from the diagnosis he made, that 
the attack was due to asthma. There was 
no rige in the temperature, indicating any 
sudden and serious organic disturbance. 
The doctor looked after her and soon Mrs. 
Densmore seemed to be as well as ever; 
but she avoided hearty eating for a while, 
and for the last week, according to her hus- 
band, had been living almost exclusively 
on malted milk. She had been afflicted 
with a debilitating dysentery, but that 
seemed to improve and her general condl- 
tion was so good yesterday that she an- 
nounced to her husband that she thought 
she would take dinner with the family. 
She did so, eating some fish and some rice 
and drinking a cup of tea. There was 
nothing in that meal, the doctor thought, 
to upset her system.

Before she retired Mrs. Densmore an- 
nounced that she felt so well that it was 
her intention to go down town in the morn- 
ing to make some purchases. She semed 
to fall asleep peacefully enough soon after 
she went to bed, but at about 2:30 o’clock 
‘this morning the doctor says he was 
awakened by hearing her painful breath- 
ing. 

She complained that she was in great 
distress and Dr. Densmore did what he 
could to relieve her. 

The couple had a habit of @rinking hot 
Water as a stimulant, and Mrs. Densmore 
said that she thought a glass of hot water 
would be beneficial. She did not complain 
at any time of thirst. The doctor got his 
wife the hot water and she had a second 

lass, for she seemed to think that it did 
er : 

The doctor saw that there was no rise 
in temperature, her breathing was but 
Slightly above the normal, being 20, and 
her pulse was 9. There was no sign of 
heart palpitation, although there was fe 
pable laboring at the heart which afl 
steady but too strong etrokes. 

Dr. Densmore did not like the conditions 
and thought some other stimulant was 
needed. e doctor gave his wife a spoon- 
ful of brandy in water and it seemed to 
revive her somewhat There was another 
sign of collapse soon afterward and he g-ve 
her more brandy. The final collapse came 
sce suddenly that the doctor was himself 
amazed. for he had believed she would be 
better soon. 

Dr. Densmore sent out for the nearest 
doctor, who happened to be Dr. Black- 
man. But before the other physician came 
the woman was dead. 

The case was referred to the coroner and 
Dr. Phillips, who is acting as post mor- 
tem examiner during the absence of Dr. 
Hartung. called up Dr. Blackburn about 

case and was told him that he 
ht there was nothing uncommon 
the case and that the woman’s death 
was nrohablv dne to heart failure. 

Dr. Densmore seemed slightly piqued 
at the idea that the case had been re- 
ferred to the coroner and that Dr. 
B'ackman should bave declined to give 
a certificate of death. 


Mrs. Maybrick Was 
Kept in Ignorance. 


Mrs. Mavbrick was very much 4dis- 
tressed over the death of her friend. As 
has been stated. she was in her room at 
the time of Mrs. Densmore’s death and 
Dr. Densmore did not care to disturb 
her. 

“Mrs. Maybrick is an exceedingly fine 
woman,” said Dr. Densmore today. “She 
had been so busy that I did not care to 
disturb her about my wife's death. They 
were great companions, although Mrs. 
Maybrick’s time of late has been almost 
wholly taken up with her proof sheets. 

Dr. Densmore and his wife, who was 
also called by courtesy “Doctor, al- 
though she had never graduated in medi- 
cine. are weil K. ow: im tha cCliy and 
abroad. Dr. Densmore graduated from 
the New York University in Medicine in 
1885. He registered as a physician, but 
never practiced. He is very wealthy and 
much of his time of late has been taken 
up in travel. He was married to Mrs. 
Densmore in 1881, when she was 4a 
widow and he a widower, He had three 
children, all grown up, and she had a 
grown son. The latter is now living in 
England. 

Moa. Densmore’s maiden name was 
Helen Barnard, and her father was a 
physician of wealth in Adrian, Mich. 

Dr. Densmore was annoyed to think 
that he was regarded as a Christian Sci- 
entist. not that he had any fault to find

Gen. Piet Cronje, Boer hero of Paardco- 
burg, who has been called the most pa- 
thetic figure at the World’s Fair, and who 
has been made a bone of contention by 
rival amusement companies, said last night 
through his interpreter to the Post-Dis- 
patch that at the expiration of his con- 
tract with the South African Boer War 
Exhibition Co. next Wednesday, he would 
enter upon the terms of a contract by 
which he transfers his ailegiance to Wil- 
liam A. Brady, the theatrical man. 

Gen. Cronje will not, therefore, go on 
the road with the new Boer war company 
of C. W. Walt, which ts to play Kansas 
City and Chicago immediately after the 
Fair, but with Mrs. Cronje will probably 
spend the winter in St. Louis. The fact 
that Mr. Brady’s proposed Boer war show, 
which is to open at Coney Island, does not 
begin its engagement unti] next spring, 
makes the general's residence in St. Louis 
possible. 

In discussing the contention that has 
arisen between the rival claimants, Gen. 
Cronje denied that Mr. Wall had any con- 
tract with him, and added that he had 
never acknowledged any such contract. 
He did admit that Mr. Wall had made 
overtures to him. and that Mr. Wall might 
imagine that he had some claims, but that 
Mr. Brady made a better proposition, and 
that he had, therefore, signed with Mr.

“Tl have been in New York during the 
week and discussed the subject with many 
Presbyterian ministers and professors of 
the seminary,” said he. te as do not at- 
tempt to make a mystery of it and I be- 
lieve any member of the faculty will tell 
what he knows about it. 

‘The Union Theological Seminary has 
had no connection with the Presbyterian 
Qhurch since 1891. I believe all but two 
of its professors are members of the Pres- 
byterian church. On the other hand, stu- 
dents from all Protestant denominations 
attend the seminary. 

“Many of our Presbyterian ministers were 
educated there. Up unti) 1891 the Presby- 
terlan assembly had a voice in the selec- 
tion of the professors by having a veto 
ower. This veto power was removed in 
891 and since then the seminary has been 
independent of the Presbyterian church, al- 
though !t has been considered an institu- 
tion favoring the Westminster confession,

FALSE. “SISTERS 


A School in Provence Closed After 
Tardy Revelations of Dread- 
ful Cruelties.

PARIS. Nov. 26.—At Aix-en-Provence two 
women of middle age long kept a school 
for young orphan girls. The and called 
themselves ‘Sister Monica” and “Sister 
Clara.”” Outside of the school they seemed 
to be most beneficent beings, patterns of 
virtue and religion. The school prospered 
until the attention of the authorities waa 
called to it by the number of deaths among 
the scholars, nearly all from consumption. 

Then a Miss Dye, formerly a pupil of the 
“sisters,” plucked up courage to make dis- 
closures about the school and the treat- 
mont of the unhappy girls in it. These 
revelations have shocked every one and 
have loosed the tongues of present and 
former pupils hitherto tied by fear of ut- 
tering a word against two women who 
) seemed almost saintly. 


The schoolgirls were compelled, under the 
ferule, to work 14 hours a day in rooms 
which in winter were as cold as an ice- 
house. The “sisters’’ cut the hair from 
the head of every pupil and sold it. A 
favorite punishment was to fasten a cross 
of wood in a girl's mouth and leave it 
there until, stretching and inflaminr, the 
delicate membranes, it caused torture 
which the sutferer had to endure in silence. 
The girls tossed, almost sleepless, in cold 
dormitories, and they could not eat the 
food offered them, so they were easy prey 
to tuberculosis. When consumption ad- 
vanced the sick, wearing only night robes, 
were turned into the windy halls, so that 
their coughing would not alarm the others, 

One girl recounts that she was beaten

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often; her hands tied behind her back; her 
head muffied in an apron. Then she was 
douched. Sometimes the saintly sisters 
stripped the poor girls and beat them with 
bunches of keys attached to chains. A 
girl was beaten so terribly that she could 
not work, and was thrown in the stable 
with the donkey, which kicked the child 
until she became almost crazy. 


The school has been closed, while the 
‘sisters’’ have been taken into custody 
and are revealing themselves as the cruel 
viragos they really are. 


WOMAN BEATEN TO. EATR 


Body of Mrs. Brigham Found Near 
Her House—Tramps Are 
Suspected. 


LBECBISTER, Mass., Nov. %.—Her face 
pounded into an unrecognizable mass, skull 
fractured and six ribs broken, the body of 
Mrs. Emma Richards Brigham, reported 
missing last night, was found today in the 
Alder Swamp in the rear of her home.

The season, which unfortunately, was so 
prolific of fatalities, speaks volumes in 
favor of trained athleticism. Of the 11 
deaths only one was recorded of a col- 
lege trained athlete, while two af those 
who met their deaths were school boys, the 
remaining eight belonging to minor or un- 
attached clubs, which were unable to af- 
ford the luxury of a praper physical in- 
structor. It is worthy of recording that

Last year the casualty list was 13 deaths 
and 70 serious injuries, and although there 
were two dess injuries this year the injured 
liet was exceeded by nearly fifty. Of this 
year’s deaths three were from concussion 
of the brain, while fractured skulls and in- 
ge injuries were each responsible for 
t victims. The remaining four athletes 
died from brain fever, lockjaw, lypto men- 
ingitis and broken neck, pew ene Mid ng 
Among the injuries broken collar bonés 
easily holds first place with 23.

And, strange to say, more of her 
patrons are rich than poor.

“No, but the charitable lady is ready to make 
a eacrifice of several thousand francs.” 

“Alas,”’ responded the director, “‘we have more 
than 500,000 francs worth of wedding rings.” 

It is an immense treasure house in which “My 
Aunt” stores all her valuable. Miles of streets 
run over the roof of this great vault, whose walls 
from floor to lofty ceiling are pigeon-holed like An 
ancient columbarium. In these pigeon holes are 
boxes sealed with red wax and tabulated. They 
contain only pledges that are worth less than $200. 
Alli articles of greater value are locked in a 
tremendous vault safe, which is called ‘Four 
Figures” (1000 francs). Only two persons can as- 
Sist in opening this vault, each with a different 
key. It contains 11 huge safes, where repose dia- 
monds, rubles, a wealth of gems greater than the 
fortune of a maharajah. 

Statuettes of the great Napoleon in all materials, 
as corporal, general and emperor, are favorite 
articles on which to borrow money. Last year 
“My Aunt’ received several statuettes of the late 
President Kruger. She advanced a few francs of 
two huge elephant teeth. A fine housekeeper, she 
had 162.813 sheets, 2462 umbrellas and 619 fans, 

Bad histories must attach to many of the 
pledges. Some persons cannot find enough money 
to withdraw their pledges and they continue from 
year to year paying interest. A young working 
girl for 15 consecutive years paid the interest on a 
$2 loan she had secured on a small bundle. At 
last the administration called on her to appear be- 
fore it. The package was opened. It contained a 
shawi and skirt. The girl burst Into tears at sight 
of them. 

"It tg all my mother left me when she died,” she 
exclaimed.

The Panhandle is waking up after a long, 
long night of coyote howling and et 
peding cattle. The farmer and small stocK- 
man is cutting up the big pastures into sec- 
tions and buying two or more as the foun- 
dation of a homestead. Many of these 
farmers will tell vou that the mirage of 
trees and water that deluded, travelers in 
the old days is soon to becomé reality, and 
then they begin talking about the cotton, 
alfalfa. some wheat and the unlimited 
quantities of forage they raised this year. 

It is useless to ask warning questions 
about possibie dry years. They have san- 
guine replies for all interrogations. Here ts 
the story of a farmer who moved from 
Pottawatomie County. O. T.: 

“I live in Wheeler County, 12 miles west 
of the Oklahoma line, on the south fork 
of the Washita river, the tributary being 
known as Gageby creek. I raised the first 
bale of cotton in Hemphill County, and this 
vear I had lowland corn that produced 40 
bushels to the acre. Possibly some of the 
old Panhandiers would cal me a liar if 
they heard this, but it is true. My sod cot- 
ton this year made almost half a bale to 
the acre. Cotton is spreading all over the 
Panhandle, even to the Beaver County line. 
Next year there wil] be an enormous in- 
crease in acreage. Alfalfa flourishes on 
the lower land. I know a banker at Can- 
adian named Moody, who has 4 acres of 
alfalfa that.can't be beaten anywhere in 
Kansas. He cut it five times this year 
and got a ton to the acre each time. At 
Canadian he sold it at $18 a ton, or $90 an 
acre. Wheat is not a desirable crop in the 
Panhandle, although I saw a field of 2- 
bushel wheat this last season. 

‘The Panhandle water generally is good, 
especially as you get closer to the rim of 
the plains. Peaches of excellent quality are 
grown in Panhandle orchafds, and many 
persons predict that peach growing will be- 
come a profitable aeuates, but the experi- 
ment has not been carried far enough to 
test the pecullarities of climate and alti- 
tude. I have planted 200 each of cotton- 
wood, mulberry and black locust on my 
farm and find them thrifty. I am farming

Former Speaker of House Already 
Preparing Bill Providing for tho 
Reduction of Representation in 
Congress and Electoral College. 


SPRINGFIELD, O., Nov. %.—Gen. Joseph 
Warren Keifer, former speaker of the na- 
tional House of Representatives, will lead 
the attack on the South in the next Con- 
grees. He has already begun to prepare 
a bill providing for the reduction of the 
South's representation in Congress and in 
the electoral college. It is said this meas- 
ure will have the support of the Republi- 
can party leaders, though the attitude of 
the President is not known. It is also 
backed by an organization national in its 


acope. | 

When asked how he proposes to effect 
the reductidn, Gen. Keifer replied: 

“Ry the fourteenth amendment to the 
Federal constitution, which authorizes Con- 
greas to proportionately reduce representa- 
tion in Congress and in the electoral col- 
lege when and where the right to vote is 
Aenied or in any way abridged, except for 
participating in rebellion or other crime.”’ 

“Do you maintain that the South by 
limiting the elective franchise is violatng 
the Federal constitution?” was asked. 

“Tl am not quarreling with disfranchise- 
ment.”’ was the reply. 

“Ror aught I krow the southern states 
which have disfranchised blacks and whites 
alike may have valid laws and their right 
to say who may vote and who may not 
may be incontestable. But I maintain that 
when such disfranchisement tis effected and 
that when male inhabitants of those states, 
*1| years of age and citizens of the United 
States. are denied the right to vote, Con- 
gress may reduce the representation of 
those states in Congress tn the proportion 
which the number of such male citizens 
hears to the whole number of male citi- 
rens 21 years of age in such states.”’ 


No Harsh Words 
for the South. 


Gen. Keifer does not deny that a state, 
subject only to the fifteenth amendment to 
the federal constitution, has the mght to 
dictate under what conditions the elective 
franchise shall be granted, but he stren- 
uouely denies that after so limiting the 
franchise such states are not amenabie to 
the fourtgenth amendment, which provides 
for reduction in representation in Congress.

Yet there’s a 
chance for a man to do a lot of good in 
the saloon business.

he is able to hand out, and the people he 
ls able to help He hears so much politics 
all the time that he is dragged into it 
sooner or later. He gets to know the poli- 
tics of eevry man in his ward and 6o he 
is the handiest man when the bosses come 
to figure wr He naturally has a lot of 
influence if he has brains, and that makes 
him powerful. When things are set right 
for him, there is nothing @%ier than for'| 
him to step into an office if he likes the 
look of it. Then it is up to him to make 
good. If he is sharp and honest he learns 
more and more and gets past the outer 
guard@into ‘the know.’ 


If in Politics 
Avoid Office. 


“But the man who tries to make a liv- 
ing out of politics is up against it. It's a 
great game, but a poor business. It's 
like sporting of any kind. If you like the 
game all right, but it’s also like most games, 
when you get to making a business of it 
it gets to be a bore. And, again, the man 
who has the talent to make a big success 
ef politics, has brains enough to make a 
much bigger success at straight business. 
The only way to enjoy politics if you ever 
get into it practically is to keep out of 
office. The man who has ever carried a 
precinct, a ward, a state or the nation, is 
too good a man to waste his time in office. 
As soon as he gets an office everybody's 
got it in for him. I'd never have run for 
the assembly but they all got to fighting 
among themselves in my ward, and I had 
to take it myself to keep the party from 
losing it, and I thought I'd get dumped, at 
that. 

“If I was talking to a young fellow who 
thought he had a talent for politics I'd 
say: ‘DON’T LIE! The only way to suc- 
ceed is to be honest. More men get trimmed 
by lying about the best that's In them than 
by telling the truth about the worst that’s 
in them. The consistent liar is apt to get 
brain fag and fall down even when he's a 
success at it. The boy that tells the truth 
sometimes loses money, but he keeps his 
friends. 

“That brings all to the rock foundation 
of politica, the whole thing in politics— 
and that’s friends. The man don't live 
that’s big enough to stand in politics with- 
out friends. You can’t stand alone in that 
game. Friendship is the meat, the bone 
and the juice of politics. 
My definition of success 
Stick to your friends. 
them with you. If you go down, leave 
them where they're at. It's no use disturb- 
ing them. And it’s no use staying up lone- 
ly with a man or two you don't know any- 
thing about. Perhaps you could make a 
friend of him, but what's the matter with 
associating with them you've already 
made? 


Profanity as 
a Friend Loser. 


“Another thing a young fellow should be 
careful about-— DON'T SWBRAR. I've 
learned that swearing is not only a loss of 
force in language, but that a man’s friends 
learn to distrust him. Swearing seems to 
me like carrying the load of a wheelbarrow 
on a fiat car, or a man overtraining to 
lift a pound weight. The English language, 
acooriing to my limited understanding of 
it, is strong enough to say everything nec- 

ry tn politics. 

“A man who ain't married has no bus!- 
ness in politics. A great many people have 
the idea that politics is exclusively a man’s 
business. That's where they're badly mis-

Fears Police May 
Get Into Politics. 


“Corporations are not necessarily the 
worst things In the world. I don't intend 
to kick up a fuss, that’s not my way, but 
I want to see things run on the square. 
I've been kicked about in my time. I'm 
the little boy who has always been in 
somebody's way—and I’m glad of it. 

“Speaking of home rule, if the Demo- 
cratic party wants it I'm in favor of it, bu 
personally I object to it. In Missourl home 
rule is taken to apply to the police control 
of cities. Why do I object? I'll tell you. 
Put an officer on a beat without any expec- 
tation of promotion and you've got a pretty 
bad policeman. Same, if he thinks he’¢, 
going to lose his job day after tomorrow. 
If you let a policeman walk a beat too 
long he gets autocratic, and he gets too 
well acquainted. ; 


“Home rule in cities is a Republican cry. 


If you change the heads of the police with 
every administration you bring the force 
thoroughly into politics, which is the Re- 
publican intention, and unly makes a Iot 
of petty political bosses on the beat. The 
police should be responsible to the admin- 
istration, and the party in power should be 
responsible for the conduct of the police. 
A non-partisan board would be forever 
bickering. My idea] police noard would be 
two Democrats, two Republicans and a 
newspaper man. This is no folly. The 
average newspaper man iswsually on to his 
job, and the newspapers would watch him 
all right. He’d have to do the right thing 
and he'd do it intelligently. The police 
force of Chicago ts a good sample of the 
evils of home rule. It Is under the super- 
vision of the mayor, and !{s the woret disor- 
ganized and demoralized force in the coun- 
try. Chicago has a club called the Star 
Club, composed of several thousand police- 
men. Imagine the knocking force of such a 
gang. It takes a policeman three or four 
years to learn his business, and under home 
rule he wouldn't get past the kindergarten 
before he got fired. 

‘There's one thing I'm going to try to 
make the Republicans stick for, and that’s 
a reduction of taxes in the cities, and par- 
ticularly St. Louis. The Republicans have 
promised to increase the revenue of the 
state by collections, but I don't see how 
they can. If they do they must cut down 
taxes. The state at large has been making 
St. Louts the fall guy by taking care of 
their paupers and imbeciles and invalids. 
The House of Delegates in the 1902 season 
was forced to increase city taxes 30 cents 
on the $100 to maintain city institutions be- 
cause when a country town found that It 
had a poor invalid or imbecile on its hands 
it found & cheaper to pay railroad fare to 
St. Louis than to maintain its charge for 
a year or two, or to establish a hospfal or 
poorhouse. The people out in the state 
ought té bear their own burdens. _ an 
Republicans equalize this thing. and they 
find me voting for the proposition. 

“Tl am opposed to the convict labor sys- 
tem now in force and I'm for good roeds 
everywhere. Good roads in the country are 
just as necessary es sidewalks in the city. 
Take your foot out of the mud is my mot- 
to. One thing I'm dead against, and that's 
the system they've got for handling young 
criminals. Any man that’s lived in a big 
town like St. Louls and studied the under 
side knows thet lots of young fellows get 
into trouble and are sent to the pen. Many

Work Roads With 
Convict Gangs, 


“It would be a crime against humanity 
to keep a lot of convicts confined with noth- 
ing to do, and it would turn the peniten- 
tiary into an idiot factory. But at the same 


¢' time I can’t see where ghe pride comes in 


j in making the institution self-supporting 
at the expense of honest labor What's 
the matter with making city hospitals and 
like . institutions self-supporting, also? 
Criminals, invalids, the helpiess poor and 
the indigent sick are part of the scheme 
of life, and it’s up to you and me and 
every other man that's in luck to support 
them, and that’s the state. 

“Now I've got a scheme that will do 
away with this white man's burden of sup- 
porting crooks; keep the young convicts 
away from the old, make the scheme pay 
and benefit the whole state, As I said, I'm 
for good roads. Let the convicts make the 
roads for the state. Send them out in 
squads with portable jails. Grade the men 
so that the incorrigibles are kept by them- 
selves and made to work hard. Send them 
into the mud counties to buikd the best 
roads that can be made. There is so much 
rock in Missouri that it should have the 
best roads in the world. Let each county 
pay for the work done within it. WTth this 
cheap labor every country could afford it 10 
times over and make good money out of it. 
It's a good thing for the convict, too. It 
gives him wholesome work in the fresh air 
and among wholesome surroundings and 
prevents the contamination of the herding 
process of the prisons. Wouldn't it be fine 
if the law should send a bad one io the 
pen, and the pen send back a good one? I 
believe cutting out prison contract labor 
and making good roads for Missouri will 
do the trick. and the skilled mechanic in 
the city will be helped, while the consumer 
will get better gooda

of Upper Atmospheric Conditions. 
The solar energy, which the pyrheliometer measures. 
traverses the envelope of atmosphere surrounding tie 
earth. This atmosphere even when in its clearest condi- 
tion absorbs or intercepts at least ai small part, and, 
under less favorable conditions, a very considerable part 
of the energy which arrives at its extreme outer limits. 
The absorption of radiant solar energy of gases and vapors 
and its dispersion by minute particles of dust or other 
constituents of the atmosphere, are phenomena that are 
not measured quantitatively at the present time. These and 
other principles underlying measurements of solar radia- 
tion must be better understood before the results obtained 
by the pyrheliometer will he by the 
world.

The direction of move 
ment, or course, of a storm, may be detected in the 
upper currents sometimes twelve and often six hours in 
advance of surface indications.

INNOCENT PERSONS GONVIGTED OF CRIME! 


The ‘Recent Strange Case of Adolph Bech Has Many English 
Parallels—In One Year 31 Wrongly Sentenced Individuals 
Were Released—ludicial Errors Alarmingly Frequent. 


VERY year sees a number of innocent men wrongly 
EF convicted, and while in some cases proofs of these 
judicial errors come to hand after the victims have 
endured but a few months’ imprisonment the mistakes 
are not found out until after those convicted have served 
their full sentence. 

The public rarely hears of these mistakes, says ‘a London 
paper, and yet in 1897 31 men and women were released 
and granted a free pardon after having been wrongly im- 
prisoned for over four months. In none of these cases 
was the victim granted any nor does the 
law entitle them to redress in any shape or form, while 
not so much as a written or unwritten apology is their lot. 

In cases of mistaken identity, similar to that of Adolph 
Beck, there are very few precedents of compensatory bounty 
having been granted, while those on record do not show 
a dispensation of very large sums. However, some 60 years 
ago a most flagrant instance of miscarriage of justice oc- 
curred. A _ well-known solicitor 
a long trial, convicted of forgery 
transportation for life. 

A considerable time elapsed before proofs turned up 
which infallibly proved that justice had erred. 
it was felt that there were moral and intellectual claims 
for compensation for suffering which had been borne sv long, 
<0 terribly and so undeservedly on the shoulders of an in. 
nocent man. A long debate was held to determine the 
exact sum of money which could, in some measure at 
least, make up for the personal agony which the victim had 
undergone, and eventually the House of Commons ordered 
the wronged man a bounty of $25,000.

Some three years ago a man from New Zealand was 
brought to Colchester, charged with having committed mur- 
der. Eventually, however, the case against him was dis- 
missed, and taking into account the fearful strain which the 
innocent man must have suffered, the treasury granted him 


The largest sum which has ever been granted in almost 
exactly similar conditions to those under which Adolph 
Beck wrongfully suffered imprisonment occurred exactly 
28 years ago, when a man named Habron was convicted 
of murder at Manchester. Fortunately, proofs of his ifno- 
cence turned up, but not until some time later. Never had 
justice committed a greater mistake, and although it was 
felt thac it would be impossible meee te compensate 


the victim of this extraordinary case of mistaken identity, 
he was only granted the sum of $5000. 

There are numerous cases of mistaken identity in which 
the wrongtully convicted man has not received one penny 
of compensation. In 1895 a man named Stewart was 
charged with being an escaped convict. He firmly protested 
that his name was Stickler, but the evidence was so strong 
against him that he was sent back to prison. Two years 
elapsed before the police arrested the man who was ex- 
actly like Stewart, and then it was discovered that this 
man was the erstwhile missing jailbird. 


Stickler, of course, was immediately released, but could 
claim no and his only consolation was that he 
had not been compelled to serve the full sentence. 

The exact value of circumstantial evidence is a much 
discussed question. William Shaw, some years ago, was 
hanged on circumstantial evidence for the murder of his 
daughter. About a year after his execution the tenant 
who rented Shaw’s house discovered a letter written by 
the supposed murdered girl, in which she stated that as the 
man she loved had jilted her, she had made up her mind to 
commit suicide. The authorities were, of course, unable 
to expiate this terrible mistake; but the dead man’s body 
was handed over to his relatives for reinterment, while flags 
were waved over the grave and prominent officials attended

Stormy Jordan is one—a Missouri saloon keeper who does 
not drink. who will not sell drink to a drunken man, and 
whe is assigned to the splendid duty of saving Clay 
Girardeau from being lynched by standing off the mob with 
his redoubtable six-shooter. Other fun-making characters 
are a comedy sheriff, an old maid, a negro and a politician 
who becomes Congressman from that distriet. These char- 
acters relieve the strain at moments when the melodrama 
might else get on the audience's nerves. Altogether, as 
has been said, “The Missourians” is a thrilling “Missouri” 
drama.

HAVE REACHED THE WORLD'S 

FAIR FROM SOUTH AFRICA. 

EXHIBITORS OF MINES AND 

METALLURGY AT THE FAIR 

ARE VITALLY INTERESTED IN 

THE SITUATION THUS CREAT- 

ED. THEY ARE DISCUSSING THE MATTER AMONG 

THEMSELVES WITH PROFOUND CONCERN AND 
ANXIOUSLY AWAIT FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS. 


HE situation is simple. The great De Beers synii- 
cate, which has until now enjoyed a monopoly of 
the diamond market of the world, finds itself con- 

fronted by a powerful rival, the Premier Mining Company, 
backed by the Transvaal government. Reports received at 
the World’s Fair have it that this rival can neither be 
absorbed nor crushed. 

As a result, there may be witnessed in the near future a 
conflict between these two gigantic antagonists which will 
make diamonds so cheap that they will no longer hold 
first place among the world’s precious stones. The rich wil! 
turn to rubies and amethysts to escape wearing common- 
place jewels. Paste diamonds will disappear. Such a war 
as now seems likely may mean the overthrow of mankind’s 
favorite gem. No wonder the dealers in diamonds at the 
World’s Fair are agitated. 

For it may be that these two giant corporations will 
fight one another to the point of forcing the price of dia- 
monds below actual cost, each determined to absorb the 
other and thus re-establish a diamond monopoly. This is 
the end sought—absorption of the weaker by the stronger. 
To atta’n victory each will doubtless fight a price war to a 
finish. And that means very cheap diamonds while the 
tenflict is in progress. 

De. J. A. Holmes, chief of the Bureau of Mines and 
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Harvard’s Astronomical Photographing Done by Women: 


HE bright and talented women who form the photo- 
graph-examination force of the Harvard Observa- 
tory and who are presided over by Mrs. Wilhelmina 

Fleming occupy a conspicuous place among scientists, for 
they are the librarians of the one library in the world 
which has no duplicate. The seeker after information 
upon almost any other subject than astronomy and upon 
nearly all branches of that science as well need jourvey 
only to the adjacent public library to be satisfied. 

But the only place in the entire world where may be 
jound the records of the stars, written by themselves 
their revolutions, their orbital movements, their relative 
brightness, their variability—is the observatory of Harvard 
College where for some 20 years now nightly photographs 
of both the northern and southern firmaments have been 
taken and filed away to yield their secrets when wanted. 

The telescopes at Cambridge and at Arequipa, Peru, 
have thus contributed stories of astronomical knowledge 
the extent of which is little known or appreciated. 

Filed away in Cambridge are almost 200,000 plates, 
numbered and indexed, and each week adds to the col- 
lection. Probably one-third of these come from the Pe- 
ruvian station, where Prof. Bailey keeps nightly vigil with 
the gigantic Bruce telescope, snatching from the constel. 
lations which circle around the Southern Cros« the se- 
ereta of their birth and their mutability. The northern 
shies were photographed pretty thoroughly before the Pe- 
ruvian station was established, and the work is still in

The diamond merchants are not say- 
ing much, but it is believed they are much disturbed by 
the situation. 

All the trouble has been caused by the advent in the field 
of the Premier Mining Co., which is backed by the Trans- 
vaal government, and which is worth $7,000,000 and is «l- 
ready producing by far more carats per month than is the 
syndicate known as the De Beers company which has here- 
tofore held a monopoly of the world’s diamond output. 
The De Beers company is of great strength. So far its 
monopoly has never been challenged and the value of the 
cornered luxury has gone on rising. All the jewelers froin 
whom the American public buy have heretofore bouglit 
their diamonds indirectly from the De Beers syndicate. 
which produces 98 per cent of the diamonds of the world. 

But at last here is a serious rival in the field. The 
Premier, working on a relatively small scale, produced 
70,000 carats of diamonds in a single month this year. It 
is an immense mine. It can work for years to come more 
cheaply than the De Beers can, and when work at full 
pressure is started, its output of stones will be so great 
that the De Beers monopoly will be dealt a serious blow. 

Now, how is the De Beers to meet this? It has a cash 
reserve, it is true, of $2,000,000. This would be all right if 
a small mine had to be bought up, but the Premier is al- 
ready valued at over $7,000,000 and is thought to be al- 
most inexhaustible in area. 

A well-known lapidary, identified with one of the lead- 
ing diamond houses represented at the World’s Fair, dis- 
cusses the situation as follows, for the Post-Dispatch Sun- 
day Magazine: 

“The great weapon of the De Beers company seems: to 
be the value of its stones, which are worth $5 a carat more 
than Premier gems. De Beers diamonds are now worth 
about $12 a carat. Suppose the De Beers company should 
cut the price $5 a carat to drive out the Premier stones. 
This would be a vital blow at the Premier, and, indecd, 
would make its poorer class of stones practically unsalable. 

“Of course, by freezing out the Premier and depreciating

of plates from Peru unopened and awaiting attention. 

Direetor Pickering’s attention is devoted not entirely to 
photography, but it is with this branch of the science that 
the Harvard observatory is chiefly engaged. It was first 
in the field, beginning in 1886, and consequently has an 
accumulation of photographs which warrants the state- 
ment with which this article begins. 

The department of photographic observation is in charge 
of Mrs. Fleming, whose fame is world-wide owing to the 
discoveries which she has made, and who after 25 years’ 
service is as keen of cye as ever and as much absorbed in 
her fascinating work. Under Mrs. Fleming are several 
young women, all of whom devote themselves to examin- 
ing the plates. Prominent among these, because of her 
original researches, is Miss Henrietta S. Leavitt, Radcliffe 
graduate and clergyman’s daughter, who has for eight years 
been Mrs. Fleming’s associate. 

A concrete example of the work of this department was 
afforded when the planet Eros was first observed a few 
years ago. Its right ascension and declination being 
given, the photographs of that portion of the heavens 
for a score of years were taken under examination with the 
result that the planet’s course was traced and its orbit cal- 
culated with little trouble. So, when an astronomer in 
any part of the world observes some object which he had 
not before seen he cables the fact to Cambridge and the 
young women search the photographic files and learn the 
past of the star or planet or comet, whichever it be, and 
thus furnish data from which its future may be predicted. 


Wheu a correspondent visited Miss Leavitt she was at 


her work. A new plate from Peru was superimposed 

upon an old one covering the same portion of sky, and 

with unaided eye she was scrutinizing its surface, cum- 

paring it with the other, in search of something ye an

marks made with a pen here and there. These marks de- 


noted variable stars, for it is with these phenomenal ap- 
paritions that Miss Leavitt is chiefly engaged. 

Variables are perhaps the most fascinating objects in the 
distant heavens; they are so distant, in many cases, that 
they have never been seen; it is by photography alone 
that we know them. They occur mostly. in the “Milky 
Way,” in the nebulae properly so called, and in the nebu- 
lous masses known as the Magellanic clouds. In the n 
nebula there are 95, of which 71 were discovered at Cam- 
bridge. The large Magellanic cloud (in the constellation 
Doradus) contains 152, and the smaller cloud 50. 

Variables are of two kinds; the Algol variables (so 
named because the great star Algol was the first one 
found) are such because of mechanical laws; that is, they 
are binary stars, and their revolutions cause alternate il- 
lumination and eclipse. In case of the long-period variables 
the spectrum shows that the variability is due to physical 
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the theoretical value very greatly the De Beers reserve 
fund would then be brought into play either to purchase 
Premier shares or to force the Premier into some sort of 
working agreement; but it must be remembered that two 
can play at that game, and the Premier shareholders might 
refuse to be starved out. 

“I do not profess to know the inner secrets of the 
diamond world, and it is possible that even some working 
arrangement has already been made between the two com- 
panies. But the position is certainly one of menace, and if 
no agreement is come to between them there is going to be 
a big fight. Into this fight, it seems, the Transvaa! and 
Cape governments easily may be drawn, and as there will 
be millions at stake it will be a fight to a finish.” 


“Unless the monopoly absorbs its competitor the law of 
supply and demand must prevail and diamonds must be- 
come so cheap that the great dames of the world will have 
to resort to other jewels if they would bedeck themselves 
with the real things. 

“If, however, the competitor should refuse to be absorbed, 
and the monopoly should cut the price, then the govern- 
ment of the Transvaal, which is in reality the British 
government, would have its richest source of revenue cut 
to something a little more than nothing, and then there'd 
be a fine howl. This state of affairs would come about be- 
cause the Transvaal government owns 60 per cent of the 
stock of the new mine, by virtue of the mining Jaw enact- 
ed in 1903.

A curious thing about the 
many cases there are two obscurations which the sensi- 
tive plate records. This is the effect of the 
one star by its partner; when the eclipsing body is be- 
tween us and the other the obscuration is most complete; 
when it is behind, the obscuration is less, but is still evi- 
dent. The period of the most recently discovered variable 
(in Sagittarius) is only three and a half days. When it is 
remembered that it takes 365 days for the earth to circle 
the sun, the mind staggers when it is asked to contemplate 
two orbs of vastly larger size whirling about at a speed 
which may be said to be infinitely greater. 

The latest variable to fall under Miss Leavitt's eyes is 
in Sagittarius. The manner of discovery she describes 
thus: A star which had heretofore been of a certain mag- 
nitude, say the twelfth, was found to be half a magnitude 
fainter. Additional plates were then examined, and it was 
proved that the star was a variable of the Algol type. The 
resources of the observatory are apparent when. it is stated 
that there were more than 300 plates available for this ex- 
amination. This star affords an example of the secondary 
“eclipse” spoken of above. The difference between the 
minima of this star is about three-tenths of a magnitude. 


As is customary with discoveries of this nature, publi- 
cation was made a few days ago,.and thus attention was 
anew directed to Miss Leavtt and her unique labor. 


In May last Miss Leavitt announced the discovery of 76 
new variables, 71 of which were in Orion. Ten new varia- 
bles were also found in Eta Carinae, none of which are in 
the nebula. In the same month Mrs. Fleming discovered 
six variables distributed through Auriga, Ursa Major and 
Centaurus. Another of the staff, Miss Annie J. Cannon, 
after visual observations with the six-inch telescope, pub- 
lished in this same month of May corrections and ad- 
denda to information already within reach. 

It is Miss leavitt’s ambition to find time to study the 
problem of distribution; that is, to ascertain the law, if 
there be one, whereby these phenomena are scattered 
through the heavens. It has been stated that they are 
most numerous in the clusters and nebulae. On the other 
hand, among 1,000,000 stars in a plate of Carina only 11 
variables were found. Scorpius she suspects to be rich 
in variables, and when opportunity offers she will examine 
its depths. 

These astronomers are such modest people that it is 
difficult to induce them to talk of themselves or their dis- 
coveries. Miss Leavitt is no exception. She readily ad- 
mitted the pleasure she takes in her work and told how 
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four well-defined voleanic “pipes” have been discovered. 
The largest has a diameter of 2700 and the amalleat 240 
feet. All these “pipes” carry diamondiferous rock, and the

The unaltered blue ground is of a dark bluish green 
and olive color.

Prussia, which is the headquarters 
of the “New Art’ movement represented 
by “The Seven" artists of Darmstadt 
whese work is exhibited in the OP»rich pa- 
vilion in the German section of the Varied 
Industries building at the Worlds Pair, 
and the house itself is regarded as “the 
last word in New Art architecture.” The 
tr.angular bit of ground on which it stands 
wae given to Artist Olbrich and the other 
members of “VYhe Seven’ by the Archduke 
Lawtwig of Prussia. and the house was 
built secording te their plans and deco- 
rated by them.

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A Gravity Elewated Railway, 
NVENTOR FRANK E. WILSON of 
| Lithopohs, O.. wanted te exhibit a work- 
ing modet of his reeentiy patented 
gravity elevated railway at the Wortd’s 
Pair. This invention may be briefy de- 
scribed as having for its centrad idea the 
suspension of tracks between station tow 
ers so disposed at intervals as to make 
gravity the motive power by which the cars 
progress over the system. The tracks are 
so inelined as to give each car sefficient 
inypetus te cover the distance between the 
stations, the speed depending upon the 
traeck-inclination and the will of the oper 
ator at the brake.
